PHOTOGRAPHS ON WOOD. 


An Easy Method by Which the Prints 
: May Be Transferred. 

A method of transferring pictures to 
wood s given In the Electrical Exper 
imenter by V. QO. Mclivalne, as follows: 

Dissolve salt in soft water, Goat your 
photo print on the surface picture side 
up; Jet it remain about an bour. The 
wood yboukd be of birdseye maple o1 
other light colored hardwood, which 
should be varnished with the best 
copal or transfer varnish. 

Take the picture from the water, dry 
a little between Hnen rags; then pot 
the engraving, picture aide down. op 
the varnished wood and smooth fi 
nicely. If the picture entirely covers 
the wood after the margin ts cut off sc 
that no varnish fs exposed lay over ft 
a.thin borrd and heavy weight; leave 
It thus over night. If you wish but 3 
small picture in the center of the wood 
apply the varnish ouly to a space the 
size of the picture.

In the south 
and west of Germany a favorable 
condition of things is In general re- 
ported; but in the chief . producing 
districts in north, east, and middle 
Cermany the prospect ix very melan- 
choly, Probably the worst reports 
are from ‘Mecklenburg and. Pomer- 
anla, where almost the majority of 
the cultivation contracts cannot be 
carried out, or at least can be, car- 
ried, out to “only a small extent. lo 
certain parts of Silesia and Branden- 
burg, where thunderstorms occurred 
at the right tlme, a med'um harvest 
may perhaps be obtained.”

Doctoring: Wounded Trees. 

Of all the restoration work done in 
France, I do not know of any more 
ingenious or more interesting than 
the doctoring of wounded trees. The 
French sold’ers are taught, first ald 
‘o Injured trees, and it is necessary, 
tor the retreating Germans show an 
absolutely fiendish’ eMciency in rav- 
ishing the orchards and. forests and 
shade trees in the villages. When 
they had time they would fell the 
trees, but when the close pursuit of 
the Allies forbade this, they set their 
kultur to work to girdle the trunks; 
cutting off a circle of bark in such 
fashion as to’kill in a few days a 
fruit tree which might have been a 
half-century attaining its productive-

essentials; that consumption of non- 
essentials must cease in order that 
thelr production might cease. ‘The 
campaign succeeded largely because 
of the invention of the war savings 
certificate, which has served as a 
model for the American certificate. 
Local war sayings committees and 
war savings associations were or- 
ganized throughout the country to 
persuade the public to buy bonds. 

“The success of the war savings 
campaign has been due to the at- 
mosphere which it has created. The 
committees emphasized the {mport- 
ance of savings and left the question 
of investment in government secur- 
itfes in the’second place. “It direct- 
ed thought toward tke ono object 
of victory and made people under- 
stand that saving meant the placing 
of goods and services in increasing 
Yolumo gt the disposal of the Gov- 
eraoment, and ft also meant increas 
ed production and avoidance «f 
waste as well as refraining from un- 
necessary expenditure. Articles pr +- 
duced by voluntary labor increased 
the goods available for war, The 
whole nation {fs thus organized for 
war, and organized by its own vol- 
untary effort In a democratic war 
and not by force {mposed trom 
above, 

“An organization’ has been. buil* 
up covering the whole country 
There are 1,600 war savings com- 
mittoes and more than 40,000 war 
Savings associations, which Iatt ¢ 
aro clubs for co-operative saving bv 
instalment. Tho Briton refused to 
be organized from above, but he 
quickly understood what was meant 
by tho organizing for war of tue 
people, by the people for the people. 
The final consoquences have been ex- 
traordinary. From the Victory Loan 
of January and February, 1917, the 
financiers hope for a total of per- 
haps 3$3,000,000,000. The war sar- 
ings organizations have brought {nr 
a total of over $5,000,000,000. The 
{number of holders of War savings 
certificates fs not less than 12,000,- 
000 and it may be as large as 15,- 
000,000. More than a quarter o° 
the population hag a direct Interest 
in government securities. ” 

“Tho most .remarkable result 
however, is the tmmense widening 
of our outlook ahd broadcning of 
our vision. The, world has been 
made one In suffering. Everywhere 
men and women formulate projects 
implying that never again will the 
conscience of humanity permit in. 
dividuals or classes or even individ- 
ual nations to claim in the exercise 
of their sovereign powers the right 
to ride roughshod ‘over the interests 
of humanity as a whole. Alt tho 
resources of the British nation are 
broyght to bear on the achievemen’ 
of this purpose. Thinking in term. 
of money becomes impossible. This 
lesson must be learned for peace 
times as well ns war times. Dem- 
Ocracy must learn to organize it- 
self for the good of the world. in 
tho dim distance, ‘discerned as yet 
by faith, the student sees # vision 
of a new organization, the duty and 
Dleasure of right ‘spending will be 
known and enjoyed.”

“We had nothing “hen we started 
the war,” continued the Count. “We 
had one or two powder factories and 
were buying: most of our powder 
from Germany, At onc time we had 
9,000,000 soldiers and only 5,000,- 
000 guns. I personally know men 
who fought with sticks and shovels. 
Our country is 
tired of the war, I don't believe in 
a separate peace, and if we do bave 
it I believe it will only bo tempor- 
ary. I think Germeny doesn’t want 
to make a separate peace with Rus- | 
sia. But if the other nations leave | 
Russia in Germany's hands she will 
invade Russia withsher commerce, as

This is because 
the nature of the ground forbids 
anyth'ng decisive in a military way. 
The Belgian army can only move for- 
ward when the’ whole Allied line ad- 
vances; ‘it can only give! way when 
the whole line from the North Sea to 
Switgerland bends. 

The Belgian army, which remains 
about 160,000 strong,, is holding In 
; front of it 200,000 Germans. This 
\ gallant little army 1s kept recruited 

up-to full strength. The wastage ts 
made good, or more than made good, 
by ¢alling to the colors the tens o! 
thousands of Belgians who escaped’ 
to England or ce in the early 
days of the war, and by the escape of 
Belgians through the ~ electric-wire 
fence on the Holland border, In this 
connection it is said that the Ger 
man authorities inflict terrible re- 
prisals on the family of the Belgian 
who makes his escape, but, undaunt- 
ed by the knowledge, Belgians as 
they come to fighting age manage to 
make their way over noutral terri- 
Yory to thelr own army. Nothing in- 
spires them more than the example 
set by King Albert. He and the 
Queen visit the Belgian front every 
day; and live only a' few miles’ be- 
hind it. The devotion and courage of 
their sovereign has had a marked ef- 
fect upon German morale from the 
first days when the country was over 
run. 

The Belgian line extends from 
Par oat to Dixmude, a distance 
25 miles, It is a flat, low-lying coun- 
tty criss-crossed with dykes and 
‘canals. 1g ordey to bar the German 

drive on/ Calais these canals were 
opened,.and since then the country 
has been mostly submerged. The 
soldiers live like beavers, half under 
water most of the time; but they 
| console themselves with the’ reflec 
tion that they are better able to 
support the attending discomforts 
than the Germans. Instead of trench- 
es they use sandbags, which are 
brought to the front lines, sometimes 
by boat and sometimes over bridges, 
for bridges take the place of roads 
in this flooded area.- Machine-guns 
and sometimes heavier artillery are 
Placed on those points that rise 
above the surrounding water. Where 
the water is deep between the two 
lines barb-wire entanglements are 
Placed. The activity consists chiefly 
of artillery duels and efforts of the 
opposing armies to destroy the enemy 
bridges.

A Magician's Feat. 
Harry Houdini, self styled “hand- 
cuff king,” recently escaped from a 
straight jacket, while suspended/by 


the heels, head ‘downwards, in mid- | 


air, over Broadway, in New York 
City. How did he do it? — 

In order to escape 
straight jacket, it is necessary, first 
of all, to insure as large a play as 
possible for the arms. Hence the 
arma must de pressed out as forp- 
ibly as possible, whire the straps at- 
tached to the hands are being pulled 
and buckled behind the back. Sup- 
pose that the performer is on eolid 
ground. He first places the elbow of 
the arm pasa'ng under the other arm 
upon the floor, or upon some solid 
substance, and, dy. sheer strength, 
forces It over to one side—an upward 
pull being exerted et the same time. 
The position is then changed and the 
pressure applied to the opposite 
elbow—an upward pull again, being 
exercised. s 

The-arm is thrust back across the 
front of the body, and upward to- 
ward the neck. This alternate move- 
ment is carried on until enough play 
is obtained to wrench the arms from 
side to-side and to work them nearer 
the neck. “Thus “slack” ts” obtained 
to pass the strap connecting the 
wrists, over. the head. The buckle, 
by which the hands are strapped-to- 
gether is brought to the front, and 
unfastened by the teeth. The sleeves 
are then pulled down, Next, plac- 
ing his hands behind his head, the 
performer can undo the buckles, He 
can then remove the straight’ jacket.

Armored automobiies and motor- 
cycle guns are following closely 
upon the heels of cavalry in the pre- 
sent war; they are speedily going into 
disuse.

Last week Mr. E. B. Haanel, 
~-enlef of the division of fuels and 
a fuel testing in the Canadian Depart- 

yuent(of Mines, read a paper before 

‘ e Canadian Club in Montreal, urg- 
aing the need of utilizing Canada’s 
vast fuel resources contained In the 
sreat peat deposits of Ontario and 
Quebec.

Mark gives in\the first two verses of 
today's lession, Is more fully recorded 
In Matt. 4:1-11; Lake 4:1-13, The 
remarks of Stier in his “Words of the 
Lord Jesus” seem to me so helpful that 
I'feel led to quote thers. He'says in 
vol. I, page 24.” Az the Son's first words 
of all concerning the Father (Luke 
2:49), embraced the whole Inner life of 
his ‘own most essential Personality, 
and the second, concerning his Tright- 
eousness (Matt, 8:15), embraced the 
entire work of his active and passive 
obedience for us, so now the fulfill- 
ment of all righteousness, In its three 
great branches is maintained and as- 
serted against the tempter to un- 
righteousness, His obedience approves 
itself in the renunciation of all. en- 
Joyment, of all honor, of all else in 
this world; and thus he Jeads human 
nature back to God again, through the 
selfsame way by which it bad fallen 
from him.” Matthew says that he fast- . 
ed forty days and forty nights: Luke 
says that he did eat nothing; both gay 
that afterward he was hungry, or hun- 
gered, and then the devil came sug- 
gesting that he should turn stones Into 
bread. The devil is ever tempting us 
to seek the nourishment of life inde- 
Pendent of God, and never more so 
than now (1917-1918), when the quea- 
ton of how to obtuin food Is a world- 
wide one, and God Is left out, and the 
Fourth Commandment set aside, and 
the words of our Lord seem forgotten 
that “Man doth not live by bread alone, 
but by every word thnt .proceedeth 
out of the mouth: pf the Lord doth man 
live." He virtually said, “1° commit 
the sustentation of my life entirely 
Into the hands of God." ‘Thus let us 
all say. We cannot claim tte protect- | 
ing care of God If we Presumptuously | 
Place our Ives In danger, ani as to | 
accepting earthly power or favor from 
the devil, the thing is wholly Impos- 
sible to a true child of God, though it 
{s often done by those who profess to 
be his children. Mark mentions that 
our Lord was with the wild beasts, 
but as he had delivered David and 
Daniel from them, they could have no 
power over him, Both Matthew and 
Mark tell us that angels tninistered 
unto him. 8o did they In all his lfe, 
at his birth, in Gethsemane, at his 
resurrection, and they are ever minig- 
tering to believers (Heb. 1:14). Les 
gon verses 14,.15, tell us that he 
preached the gospel of the Kingdom 
of God, saying, the Kingdom of God 
is at hand. In the account of his 
transfiguration, where we see the other 
two forty-day fasters with him, we 
see a fulfillment of his saying, “There 
be some ofgthem that stand here, 
which shall not taste of death’ till 
they have seen the Kingdom of God 
come with power.” The context in 
Matthew, Mark and Luke makes it 
very plain that the events of the trana- 
figuration were a fulfillment of these 
words, for the glorified Christ, the 
risen Moses, the translated Elijah; and 
the three disciples representing Isrnel 
fn the flesh set before us the kingdom 
In miniature. John the Baptist, the 
twelve and the seventy, as well as our 
Lord himself, all preached the king- 
dom as at hand, but it did not come 
because bis eneniles laid violent hands 
upon It and him, and would have none 
of it nor him, and so he told them later 
in his ministry that {t would not come 
til he would - return from the far 
country (Luke 19:11, 12). As it Is 
written In Acts 3:21, “The Heaven 
must recelve him until the times of 
restoration of all thiiocs which, God 
hath spoken by the mouth of all his 
holy prophets since the world began." 

The kingdom being rejected, and

‘This lesson on the forgiveness of sins | 


is found in Matt. 9 and Luke 5, as well 
as in Mark.’ The necessity of the for- 
giveness of our sins {s seen In Christ's 
commidsion that repentance and’ re- 
mission of sing shoutd be preached in 
his name amoeg all nations; in Peter's 
exhortation at Pentecost that they - 
should repent and be baptized .in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission 
of. sins, and In Paul's declaration at 
Antioch that ‘through this Man is 
preached unto you the forgiveness of 
sins, and by him all that believe are 
Justified from all things (Luke 24:47; 
Acts 2:38; 13:38, 39). On the occasion 
of the Incident of our lesson he was 
teaching {n a house in Capernaum, and 
there were Pharisees and doctors of 
the law sitting by which were come 
out of every town of Guiilee, and Ju- 
dea, and Jerusalem: and the power of. 
the Lord was present to heal them 
(Loke 5:17). The meeting was dis- 
turbed by-men uncovering the roof to 
let down through it a man sick of the 
palsy, lying on a bed, whom four of 
his friends had brought to Jesus, be- 
Neving that he would heal him. When 
they could not reach Jesus with their 
sick friend because of the multitude 
about the house, their faith and perse- 
verance took this method of accom- 
plishing thelr object. The Pharisees 
and the doctors ‘were probably dis- 
turbed by this unusual proceeding, but 
the Prince of Peace was surely calm 
as usual. He had been preaching the 
Word to all who could hear him, open- 
ing to them the Scriptures, ns was his 
custom (Luke 24:27, 44), but now he 
turns to the sick man with the wonder- 
ful words, “Son, be of good cheer, thy 
sins be forgiven thes” He was 
brought that his body might be healed, 
and many are thinking more of that 
even how, than of the forgiveness of 
their sins, but the healing of the soul 
is the first and all-important thing. 
“Ye must be born again” Is the essen- 
tial word for even a Nicodemus, and 
the new birth Includes the forgiveness 
of sins. When we as sinners plead 
guilty, and troly receive the Lord Je 
sus, putting all our trust In his great 
sacrifice of himself for our sins, be- 
Meving that his own self hore our sins 
in his own body on the cross, wounded 
for our transgressions, bruised for*our 
iniquities, then we can rejoice that 
we have been made children of God, 
accepted In the Beloved, and in him 
huve redemption, the forgiveness of 
our sins, with the assurance that they 
shall never be mentioned to us (Rom. 
3:19, 24; Isa. 53:56; 1 Peter 2:24; John 
1:12; I John 2:12; Eph. 1:6, 7; Isa. 
43:25). It is written that Jesus saw 
their faith (va. 5), which may have In- 
cluded the falth of the sick man, but 
we know from the story of the Roman 
centurion, the Syro-Phoenician woman 
and the Capernaum nobleman that our 
faith ‘can bring blessing to others 
(Alatt. 8:13; 15:28; John 4:50). Noth- 
ing seems to please our Lord like great 
falth, a simple childlike confidence In 
him, Just taking him at hls word ahd 
counting on him to do as he has said; 
and without falth it Is impossible to 
please him (Heb. 11:6), yet how often 
he had to say to his disciples, “O ye of 
ttle falth” (Matt. 8:20; 6:30; 14:31; 
16:8). The Scribes said truly when 
they sald, “Who can forgive sins but 
God only?" (vs. 7). And If they had add- 
ed; This mun must be God, they would 
have reasoned correctly, but seeing 
him only as a man they accused him 
of blasphemy. No mortal man can for- 
give sins, whether he be- priest, or 
bishop, or archbishop, or pope, but 
the humblest believer Is suthorized to 
lead a sinner to Christ and show him 
In the Word the way of forgiveness, 
und the Spirit by his Word will give 
assurance of forgiveness to every true 
penitent, 

Jesus’ percelyes all our reasonings 
| (vs. 8) and knows every thought of 
our hearts and by his Spirit and his 
Word will cast down all reasonings 
and bring all our thoug}.is into enbjec- 
tion to himself (Ezek:11:5; Pa.

‘has become world-wide, and in 


China, its place of origin, the ‘annual 
consumption is now estimated to be 
five pounds per inhabitant. 

~The great tea-growing a'stricts of 
China are by no means 80 widespreid 
as is generally supposed. The plant 
flourishes best ‘between the latitude 
of 26 and 30 degrees and its quality 
depends very largely on the altitude 
at which itis grown. For example, 
the celebrated black tea from Anbui 
fs produced on the slopes of the Li 
mountains at an altitude of over 
3.000 feet, while the famous “Hs'en- 
ya” tea comes.from even greater 
heights in the mountatns of Kiang- 
si, Hu-nan, Hu-peh,, Fu-K’ent, 
Kliang-s!, An-hul, Che-kiang, Kwang- 
tung, and Yan-nan are the chief tea- 
producing provinces of China, Hu- 
Ran exports the greatest quantity de- 
stined for foreign countr’es, bu! An- 
hul’s output is considered super‘or in 
quality. 

During the last 25 or 30 years 
Chinv’s export trade in tex 4as fall- 
en off to a large extent primarily be- 
cause of a lack of co-overation among 
the growers, the employment of an-| 
tiquated methods in the plant’s pro- 
duction, heavy taxation and some- 
what of late, to d'sturbed political 
conditions jn the regions where the 
plant is cultivated. Indla and Cey- 
lon during the last sixty years have 
gradually won much of the trade 
away from China, until to-day they 
are supplying the bulk of the world’s 
demand, especially for the coarser 
and darker-colored teas. This is tn 
svite of the acknowledefd fact that 
Chinese teas are superior to all; 
others in their delicacy of flavor. 
During the last ten years, however, 
China has begun to realize the ex- 
treme importance of . retaining this 
trade, and © government measures 
have been adopted in an effort to re- 
gain its old-time prestige. 

Tea is usually grown on small 
farms located on the slopes of hillr 
and never on large plantat'ons. Each 
family d6cs its own cultivating, pick- 
ing, and drying. When prices are not 
prohibitive, bean and rapeseed cakes 
are used as fertilizers, Wood ashes 
are also used as a fertilizer, As & 
general thing, these products are ap- 
plied to the fields in February; and 
during the next month, when the 


‘young sprouts begin to appear, the 


corn husks, which have been placed 
around the plant as a shicld frofa the 
weather, are removed and the ground 
hoed and cleared of weeds, The first 
picking of the tea leaves usually oc- 
curs in early April, the ‘second, in 
May, and the third and last in Au- 
gust. The land is then ploughed 
and harrowed, after which it {a al- 
lowed ‘to remain untouched during 
the wintersmonths. 

The tea-p'ck'ng season extends 
over a period of about four months. 
The first crop, which is gathered in 
April, is always the most valuable. 
In some sections the leaves arg coy- 
ered with a downy growth, and this 


-output, known as “Pckoe,” Is con- 


sidered one of the best grades of 
Chinese tea. The bushes continue to 
put forth leaves; but, as a rule, the 
natives pick too heavily at the be- 
ginn'ng of the season, and the result 
is that the second crop Is of a far 
coarser variety and rultable only In 
supplying the demand for cheap and 
poor quality (cas. 

There are five distinct proceszes In 
the manufacture of tea—withering, 
rolling, fermenting, firing, and sift- 
ing. As the name s'gnifies, the with- 
ering process consists In drying the 
leaf, which {s usually accomplish 
by simply Jaying the plucked leaves

When the weather forbids 
outdoor drying, the withering lz ac- 
complished in artificially heated 
rooms, care being taken to see that, 
all stale air and’ gases are promptly 
removed from the drying chamber. 
The second process, known as roll- 
ing, is really a further stage In the 
withering process, as Ils object is to

China has at last realized the im- 
portance ‘of at least attempting to re- 
gain its position as the chief source 
of the world’s supp’y of tea, and to 
this end has estaWiishéd an agricul- 
tural commission with the better- 
ment of the tea trade as its main ob- 
Ject. 

The first step in this direction was 
taken in 1905, when an Investigat- 
ing committee was sent to Indla and 
Ceylon in order to study the methods 
practiced by the tea growers of that 
region. _As a result of this move- 
ment a school was established at 
Nanking where the latest methods of 


tea culture were taught. A station |- 


was also established in the famous 
Keemen district in the prov'nce of 
Anhui, where the growing of the tea 
plant under scientific methods is now 
demonstrated to the planters of that 
region. 

Lastly, a 20 per cent. reduction fn 
the export duty on tea was pit into 
effect during 1915. While this step 
materially alded the growers, the 
Chinese Government will have to 
take further action along thia same 
Une In order that Chinese tea may 
meet the competition of Indian leaf, 
for in India there is no tax on either 
the production or the exportation of 
tea, «The Chinese grower is under 
the fu’ r burden of having to pay 
a ser'es of transit taxes known as 
IIken, which are levied on the article 
um the place of production to the 
place of shipment. These taxes often 
amount to more than the original ex- 
port tax, 


The Sultan's Treasures. 


It is believed that in certain vaults 
at Constantinople there He many 
hidden treasures of immense value 
belonging to the Sultan of Turkey.

ant works. He says: “We have 
learned that the ancestors of the pre- 
sent Kaiser wanted to steal the 
whole of the American colonies cur 
ing the relgn of George and that 
the Hobensollerns, and not the peo- 
ple of Eugiand, ware the direct cause

of the “Boston-tea party.’ This dis-| 


covery that it was a monumental 
plot upon the part of Prussian junk- 
era to add the ‘New America’ to the 
kingdom of Prussia, which stirred ap 
the strife between the colonies and 
the Mother Country, England, and 
led to the revolution, has been made 
by a group of distinguished educa- 
tors, history professors, who are 
members of the Amer'can Historical 
Society, who now are altting in al- 
most continuous session at Washing- 
ton, D.C., engaged in the revision of

Not a bite of food -for sevanty 
hours was the terrible experience of 
a native who was admitted to the 
Krugersdorp hospital (South Af- 
rica).

Dearth of School Books. 


The Vossische Zeltung learns that 
publishers of school books In Ger- 
many have petitioned the ministry to 
place thelr businesses on an equal. 
footing with those considered neces- 
fary to the conduct of the war. Pub- 
lishers of school books may appar- 
ently use up thelr stocks of paper 
for printing, but may employ no new 
paper. It is already very dificult to 
obtain books for pupils moving into 
New classes. It often takes from 
four to eight weeks before a whole

We find that the man 
that must go to the front must have 
such physical strength that these are 
not acceptable. The Government 
wants only A-2 men ‘at the ‘front 
These men, mentioned abore, do not 
measure up to that standard. Ac- 
cordingly, too much fs asked of the 
farmers. We cannot fight and raise 
hogs at the same time. Surely, men 
not fit to go to the front are fit to 
go on the farm. If we do not get the 
help, it looks as if we are not going 
to get that extra 250,000,000 bush- 
els of grain for export. Someone 
says, bring in Chinese coolies; but 
they aro not wantcd on the farms.

It steels tho mind 
Jand sets the resolutions as no other 
emotion can do. So much do they 
fecl this that the Germans are con- 
strained: to invent all sorts of reasons 
for hatred ogainst us, who have in 
truth never Injured them in any way 
save that history and geography both 
place us between them and their 
ambitions. To nourish hatred they in- 
jvent every ie agsinst us, and so they 
attain a certain national solidity. We 
have the true reasons for this emo- 
,Uon, we have suffered Increditable 
things from a foe who Is void of all 
chivalry and humenity. Yet though 
we have this material we do little to 
use it’and to spread it. How power- 
ful it.is can best be told by looking 
into our own hearts.

To Annex or Not to Annex. 

The trouble with the formula, “no 
annexations, no indemnities,” as 
pronounced at Berlin, Is simply that 
there fs no moral ¢Conriction behind 
it. When the Reichstag in'July adopt- 
ed that resolution, the German de- 
mand for peace was most insistent, 
as every member of the Reichstag 
knew from his constituents at home; 
and the new coalition majority in 
the Reichstag perceived that no early. 
peace could be made unless Germany , 
renounced her western territorial ac- 
quis'tions, and gave up the idea that 
England and the United States would 
at some time pay Germany great 
sums of money as the price of order 
in the world. When, however, the 
fortunes of war so fluctuate that Ger- 
many seems to be gaining, the dis- 
cussion of terms alters its tone “at 
once in the German newspapers and 
among the leaders, For example, the 
turmoil in Russia, and the failure of 
the Russian army to fight without a 
government bebind it, has given Ger- 
many the control of the important 
port of R'ga on the Baltic and of the

“The Introduction of the electrical 
tink between the turbine and the pro- 
belles was first \ suggested by the

EFFECTS ARE FAR-REACHING 
Americans Find That It Is Impossible . 
to Be Patient and Tolerant With ; 
the Teutons Because of Their | 
Arrogance and Their H'gh- 
Handed Dealings With 
the Belgian People. 


HEN the war broke out, a 
great many neutral writ- 
ers expressed wonder- 
ment at the strong feel- 

ing against German music and musi- 
clans that immediately wade itself 
evident. More than one critic in the 
United States urged that art and 
artists possess no nationallty. The 
writers In Canada and England re- 
piled that such was the case up to a 
certain point. They sald that it was 
all very well to be tolerant, but the 
German composets of the present day 
breathed the spirit of the nation. 
Their works seemed to British peo- 
ple, especiaily when highly strung by 
the anxieties of war, to be stained 
with the blood of Belgium. As for

the German musicians, they showed 
an arrogance that made them !mpos- 
sible wherever they wore found. In 
Canada a spirit of patience and Brit- 
ish fair play bas been exhibited in 
dealing with Teutonic musicians lv- 
ing {pn our midst, and we have only 
been severe where the Teutons {nvit- 
ed attention by their acts or conver- 
sation. 

It will interest the people of Can- 
ada to note that the men and women 
of the United States have discovered 
that human beings possessing red 
blood cannot be at war with a nation 
and yet show tolerance towards the 
things that remind them of the 
nation. When war was declared by 
the United States against Germany 
last April, there was no sign that the 
Americans would place a ban upon 
German musicians and music. It was 
the high-handed Teutons that forced 
the action of the people who guide 
the musical destiny. of the Republic. 
Karl Muck, the ‘conductor of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, started 
the trouble when he refused to play 
“The Star Spangled Banner." This 
famous conductor allowed his hatreds 
and prejudices to get the better of 
him, and he acted in a thoroughly 
German manner. He tried to excus> 
himself after the storm burst by say- 
ing that the American national air} 
was not worthy of a place on a pro- 
rramme with classic German muste, | 
buf that only made matters’ worse. | 
While the controversy was raging In’ 
Boston, the directors of the Metropo- , 
litnan Opera House, the greatest oper- 
atie centre on the continent, were 
discussing the advisabilily of drop- 
ping German music from their repec- 
toire, Th# trouble in Boston forced 
their hand, and Wagner and others 
went {nto the discard, Then they xot 
a.sampie of German arrogance. The 
Hun singers, who bad been retained 
for nine months after the outbreak 
of the war when the Americans 
would have becn within their righis 
in interning them, sucd for their 
salaries, These two incidents staried 
a general bouse-cleaning {in Anicri- 
can musical circles, The Germans 
were dismissed from tho orchestras 
and simflar organizations, and one 
conductor {n the Middle West was 
placed under arrest. They can all 
thank Dr. Karl Muck for their trou- 
bles. It was he who started tho ball 
roiling, and now he Is trying to save 
himself by declaring that he is not 
a German but a Swiss,

Every back yard should be used for the cultivation of fruit and vere- 
tables. Suburben areas should be utilized for food Production. Much 
|eoukd be dono by. individu householders if people only realize the des-

is a necessary and important contribution in the fight pgainst defeat. 
| Hondreds of thousands of men and women, boys and giris, could spare 
a short time e*ch day to cultivate * g-rden and thus frow food com- 
modit'es for shipment overseas. The etaffs of industrial establishments, 
'both office and factory, could do much by organizing clubs to cultivate 
|vecant ares near their own places of loyment or vacant lots else- 
whore {n-the municipality, Girl" Guides Sed Boy Scouts could also make 
a rea] contribution towards relief of the situation. In this way 2 large part 
of tho requirements of cities snd towns, In so far as vegetables are con- 
cerned, would be supplied by back yard end vacant lot cultivation, so 
that market gardeners could use their land in part for grain crops. 

City cultivation recefved & very important stimulus last yer. Ama- 
teur cardenera will be more effictent this year and snlendid results should 
bo obtained if the people wil] understand that every vegetable and every 
ounce-of food which they ¢7n produce from city lands frees lahor aun? 
;developed land for the production of grain for export to the Allied armies 
and peoples. 


MARKET GARDENER MUST GROW GRAIN 


The market gardener would do well to plan during the coming sea-| 
son to devote part of his Iand to grain. It fs quite probable that there 
‘will be es much’ profit for him in growing oats, or even whet, as in 
raising cabbages or similar veget-hle crops. It {s important that he ap- 
ipreciate the real significance to him of back yard gardening and vacent 
Yot cultivation schemes. Our cities are gradually working tOw-rd the 
time when a large part of the requirements of perishable vegetables will 
be provided from city lend. The market gardener must adjust his opera- 
tions to this changing situation. : ty 

The, people of the cities must do more than cultivate back yards and 
vacant lots. The fermer looks to them for active assist-nes to overcome. 
in so far as may be possible, the labor shortage. ‘There are many thou- 
Rends of men in cities and towns who are not eHgible for mllltery service 
but who could do very necessary war work ona farm. The call comes to 
these men to consider their individual responsibility. There are men now 
engaged in occupations which sre not ezential to the prosecution of the 
war, who could, and should, be on farms, helping to avert possibic famine 
and thus upholding the Allied’ cause. ‘here are thoufands of school 
teachers, university students and high school boys who could, with adran- 
tage to themselves and their -country, spend their’ summer holidays in 
actual productive .work in the country, Last year many young women 
did important work and spent an enjoyable holiday picking fruit. The

‘quity. Only within recent years has 

{ta‘riddle been solved. As now 
known, {t did not represent a wo- 
{man, but was an fmage of the God 
tof the morning, the Conqueror. of 
| Darkness, and on this account it 
| faces the rising sun. 
} In the course of many centuries 
the desert sands overflowed and cov- 
ered up the lower part of the image, 
which was ca.ved out of the rock «f 
a small and isolated bill. But not 
long ago archacolog’sts undertook to 
dig qway the sand. thus exposing to 
view the forelegs and paws, as weil 
as a temple hollowey out beneath the 
Sphinx, 

Inscriptions on the temple walls 
revealed the facts about the {mase— 
i what It stood for; how very ancient 
{ ft. was; and that the temple was for 
; the worship of the God of the Morn- 

ing. They showed that ft was very 
old in the time of Cheops (who built 
the Great Pyramid In $00 B.C.), and 
that Cheops himself “restored” it 
with elabdrate repatr.. 

Remnants were found of a stone 
cap, bearing the cacred asp, which 
doubtless covered the head of the 
Sphinz like a royal-helmet, and was 
Probably gilded. Sandstone mason- 
ry was used to make the outlines of 
the image perfectly symmetrical, but 
this artifice was hidden from .view 
by a procelain-like coat of enamel “f 
brill’ant hue that covered the entire 
rock-sculpture. Traces of this 
enamel still remain, 

The Sphinx'’s body (that of a 
crouching ifon) ts fifty feet long. Its 
outstretched forelegs are fifty feet tn 
length, The head Is thirty feet from 
the neck up, and the face Is fourteen 

' feet wide. The whole figure Is sev- 
enty-two feet high. 

When King Cambyses invaded 
Egypt and made it a Persian prov- 
ince bis soldlery did all the damage 
they could to the Spainx. Fortun- 
ately they had no explosives. If the 
Germans ever arrive In that country 
as conquerors they will probably 
illustrate the value of Kultur by 
blowing it up.

LONDON, Jan. 31.—A despatch to the Daily Express from 
Geneva reports that there have been clashes between soldiers 
and strikers in the suburbs of Berlin in which lives were lost. 
The despatch adds that the troops in some instances refused to 
fire on the strikers. 

LONDON, Jan. 30—Nearly 500,000 persons are already on 
strike in Berlin and the number is being added to hourly. The 
Berlin correspondent to The Politiken of Copenhagen reports 
that the strikers have formed a workmen’s council of 500 with 
an “action commission” of ten men and women, including Hugo 
Haase, the independent Socialist leader, and Philip Scheide- 
mann, the majority Socialist leader. ‘ 

An Amsterdam’ despatch says: The Vossische Zeitung of 
(Berlin), of Tuesday's date, reports that all the workmen in the 
Kiel shipyards, including the government yards went on strike 
on Monday and that ali bakers’ shops have been guarded since 
Friday by troops and armed police.

Works struck Monday morning and marched in procession on 
the main streets to the trades union building, where they held

An Essen despatch to The Vossische Zeitung says that on 
Monday there were 4000 strikers in the Rheinish Westphalia 
mines, ;where hundreds of. thousands are employed. Nine mines

According to The Worwaerts the movement originated with 
the workmen themselves, but it was resolved that both sections 
of the Social-Democrats should co-operate, as it was no time for 
the issuance of contradictory orders, The railway men attempt- 
ed to hold a meeting yesterday to consider the question of a 
strike, but they were dispersed by the police. Many arrests were 
made. 

An Amsterdam despatch says: The Rheinische Westfal- 
ische Zeitung of Essen, a copy of which has been received here, 
reports that Field Marshall von Hindenburg has warned the 
strikers in Berlin to cease their movement immediately. , He 
told them “Every hour you lose means the weakening of Ger- 
many’s defence. You are committing a crime against our army 
and an act of cowardice against your brethren in the. front 
trenches.”

HARDY NORSEMEN, 
f sent Briefly Sketched. = 

In these days, when the question 
of | democracy is so) much m 
everyono’s. thoughts, -it Is Inter- 
esting © to notice, ‘if only: for.a 
moment, a- country- which, with 
much ‘show of justice, can claim to 
be ‘one of the most democratic in» 
the world. The story of Norway 


| stretches back many centuries, to, 


the very beginning of things in 
Northern Europe, and the tales of 
the “hardy Norsemen,” the Vikings 
or creck dwellers, as they were call-! 
ed, and how ‘they swept down In 
their bigh-prowed ships, and rav- 
aged the coasts of Yrance and Eng- 
land, rank foremost amongst those 
tales of high adventure which char- 
acterize the history of Northern Eu- 
Tope as it emerges out of the Dark 
Ages into the Middle Ages. 

First of all, they were the veriest 
marauders of passage, these Vikings 
—a swift descent and then away to 
sea again—but,- after. a time, they 
began to setile at the mouths of all 
rivers, until, in the ninth century, 
there was a Norse’ camp at the 
mouth of practically every river of 
France. And so the Norseman Rollo 
bartered ‘his favor to the King of 
France for the Dychy of Normandy, 
in the early days of the tenth cen- 
tury, and from Normandy, William 
the Norman sailed, some hundred 
and fifty years later, to the fonquest 
of England. 

Meanwhile, Norway herself hadj 
been struggling toward some kind | 
of natfonal sanity. First, many head 
men ‘bad become many kings, and at. 
last Harold Haarfager, by his vic-, 
tory over these in A. D. 891, found- 
ed the Kingdom of Norway, though 
{t was not until many years after- 
ward that the whole of Norway could 
be induced to submit to one com- 
mon law. Norway claims that this 
took place.in 872, and so, in the year 
1872, she celebrated the lttle- 
known fact that for 1,000 years the 
country had existed as a monarchy. 
It is tndeed one of the oldest mon- 
archies in the world. but the story 
of how It came'to have one of the 
most democratic constitutions in the 
world Is another story. 

It happened in thie wise. During 
the Napoleonic wars the King of 
Denmark clung steadfastly to the 
cause of Napoleon, but when Marshal 
Bernadotte had been made Crown 
Prince of Sweden, under the name of 
Prince Carl, as he was in 1813, be 
lost no time in joining the Grand 
Alliance. For bis services to the al- 
Nance against his old master, the

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of Norway in addition to that «of 
Sweden, thus divorcing Norway from 
Denmark, to whieb it had been an- 
nexed since the days of Queen Mar-/ 
garet, in 1387. 

The Norwegians, however, would 
have none of any such arrangement. 
With a long and worthy history be- 
hind them, they had no mind to be 


allied statesmen’ or any other. states- 
men, and they straightway refused to 
accept a convention vhich had been 
petted and signed. behind their) 
backs, * A national assembly was 
summoned to meet at Eidsvold by 
Prince Christian Frederick, the last 
Danish Viceroy, and, after framing al 
constitution based on that of the 
TIntted States and on that of France 
in 1791, they proceeded to clect the 
Prince King of Norway. 

To frame a constitution and elect 
« king was one thing, but to upbold 
the arrangement against all comers 
was quite anothér.. Moreover, Prince 
Christian Frederick was not the man 
to do it. He was weak and vaclillat- 
ing, and, finally, after some fighting, 
negotiations were opened. Christian 
Frederick abdicated, but the King of 
Sweden consented to Norway retain- 
{ng the Constitution which had been 
frained ot Eidsvold. Norway, more- 
over, Was to have a separate army, 
and was declared to be “a free, In- 
dependent and indivisible kingdom, 
united with Sweden under one king.” 

The two kingdoms, however, never 
ren coinfortably in double harness, 
Norway was forever, n countless dif- 
ferent ways, manifesting Jealousy for 
its independence, whilst Sweden was 
forever reading suspicion into its 
every act. Thus there was “the I7th 
of May" and the “battle of the mar- 
ket flace,” the national flag ques- 
tion, the king's veto, diplomatic re- 
Presentation, consular service, and 
soon. There was, ndeed, ‘always 
some question burnjng between the 
two countries, until) at last, in 1905, 
the almost Inevitable d'ssolu-
